Our correspondent who inquires respecting 


the State Banks, whose charters are on the 
eve of expiration, has rather anticipated the 
time of discussing that important question. As 
far, however, as our opinions are concerned, 
we can answer him. We are decidedly in op- 


position to the renewal of any Bank charters, 


with the exception of those, in which the state 
has a large interest. The public interest as 
well as morals loudly demands that the char- 
ters of all others, should be suffered to expire. 
The subject itself, is one of deep moment, 
and has very extensive ramifications. The 
evils flowing from the system, are incalcula- 
ble, seriously afflicting, and an oppressive bur- 
den to society. Our courts are crowded with 
cases arising from bank frauds, coMterfeits, 
firomissary accommodation notes in suit, sfu- 
rious endorsements, and other evils for which 
no name hae yet been found, and for which, 
neither law, nor ‘morality, nor religion can find 
aremedy. As to the pecuniary utility of banks, 
EBXPERIENGE has long ago demonstrated that 
they rather embarrass than facilitate the fis- 
cal operations. of merchants and traders. 
When money is abundant, they are of no 
use, for we then want nothing to make it more 
plenty; and when money is scarce, they al- 
ways increase the scarcity by fear, distrust, 
and their inability to fay their billie, without 
ealling in loans, which it is not then conveni- 
ent for the borrower to’ pay.— Besides this, 
they breed idleness, pride, dishonesty, and

Mr. A. Srevenson, of Va. called the at- 
tention of the House to a communication made 
at a late period of the last session of Congress, 
gress by the Presidem of the United States 
transmitting to the House the correspon- 
dence which’ had taken place between the 
French government and the United States 
relative to the claim of the heirs of Beaumar- 
chsia.

From the N. Y. Commercial Advertiser, Dec. 9, 
THE GREEKS, 

Accounts recieved at Boston, direct from Smyrna so 
late as ike South September, represent the cause of the 
the Geeeks to be in a prosperous condition. The latest 
intellizence from the Morea stated that the Greeks had 
the upper hand of the Turks, having “ completely de- 
stroyed thew army of 22,000 near Corinth.” This seems 
io refer to some new successes of the patriots since the 
discomfiture of the Turkish army which threatened to 
overwhelm the Morea, After being defeated it will be 
recollected that Chourschid Pacha, with the remains of 
his army took up a position at Corinth, where, it seems 
highly probably, he was attacked by the victorious Greeks, 
and again compelled to reweat. By the same accounts 
it appears that the Persians had defeated the Ottoma: 
army of 12,000 mea, and were actually near Ezerum. 

The Turks are stated to be making great preparations 
at Scalanova to attack Samos, The Samiots are a yery 
brave people, and with such an example before them as 
Scio, it was expected they would defend themselves to the 
last possible extremity rather than surrendey, Wf we 
were to furm 4p Opinion as to the affairs ofube Greeks on 
the statements contained in the * Oriental Specuater,” a 
French paper published in Smyrna, we should regard 
the cause of liberty in the peninsula qs next to hopeless 
The editor of that paper. however, appears so muct bias- 
ed in favour of“ iegjtimacy,” and deals so largeiy in vague 
assertions, unsupporte { either by dates or circumstaaces, 
that no greater faith out to be placed in bis representa- 
tions than those of the ~ Austrian Observer,” and most of 
the French journals, which are kuowa to be uuder the ime 
mediate sofluence of the “ Holy Alliance.” 

It was reported at Smyrna, that in consequence of - the 
Captain Pacha of the Turkish fleet, (then in the guiph of 
Patras) having seized an lonian vessel. and hanged the
